Whoſoever have 
the Word, with it are waſhed and cleanſed, and tranſlated from the 
World, and conformed to God, fo far-as they have it, and it re- 
conciles to God all chat have it; but many have the Letter, who 
know not God, but are in the unclean Cuſtomes, and Faſtions,and 
wayes of the World, not changed, nor reconciled. 

None can keep the Word and his {ins both, bur the Letter with- 
out he may, for where ever the Word is known, the newCreature 
is witneſſed, who is created to walk in righteouſneſs; and who 
hath the Word, ſees all ; who ſay they know the Word and walk 
not in righteonſue(s, tobe Liars, and do not the Truths atd/with 
the Word of Truth are ſuch caſtout, and judged tobe thoſe who 


diſhonour the Word, as though it werea polluted ching, orcould 


dwell with pollution; whic't is- a fire to burn up all uncleamnels, 
whereeveritis; and where fin ſtands, the Word is not known.

And 
by receiving and joyning to that which is perfe&, is the Creature 
made perfeft. And-no farther then the Creature is in this perfe- 
&ion, can any be: united to God, nor appear in his fight, nor be 
bleſſed, bur is gone out into the curſe, from what. was in the be- 
oinning, and fo is in the fall, unredeemed, and hath no more of 
Chriſt, then what he hath of perfeQtion: for perfection is of Chriſt, 
and imperfe&tionis of the Devil; and theſe are two contraries,and 
comes from contrary grounds, and brings forth contrary fruits; for 
he that is of God is of perfeCtion, and believes perfe&ion ; -but 
who is of the Serpent cannot own it, nor believe it, being blinded 
by the God of this World. ' So God ſent his Son into the Warld to 
-preach Perfefion, even the Perfetion of the Father ? chat all who 
will believe, may. inherit it: and all that believed him, believed 
perfeftion, And when he had lefr a perfe& example, in all things, 
heaſcended and gave gifts to Men, ſeveral ſorts of gifts ; all for the 


_perfeCting of che Saints that all might come up to one faith, to a 


-perfe& man, to the meaſure, and ſtature, and fulneſs of Chriſt : 
that (he may be aneverlaſting Redeemer perfe&ting the work of 
God in every generation, of them that believe in his work and fol- 
low him. And -:this all bis Miniſters improved to the ſame end, and 
preached and: prayed that they might prefentevery man perfe& in 
.Chrift-Jeſus from whom they had-received the pifc, and all that be- 
-lieved them believed perfeCQion, and preſſed after it as the end-of 
[their faich, knowing nothing leſs then perfe&ion could give them * 
reſt and redemption. | 

{tery'of iniquity entred, there.is another Mini- _ 
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ſtry gone out into the world, who hath taken up an imitation inftead

. +» wer that may be, boldingit for blatphemy \, aud calling ic a Do&cine 


of Devils and the like. And theſe would be called, 'the Miniſters of 
Chriſt, that ſo they may not miſs of their end : for did they come 
in his Name whoſe work they uphold, he knows they might run.in 

vain. Thus they deceive all, who receive them, by their words; 
bur, who minds the end of their work, may eaſily ſee as much differ- 

ence as is betwixt Chriſt and Belial, the work of Chrift is and ever 
was to renew man again to his perfect eſtate, but the work of Anti- 

Chriſt is to withſtand it, and each hath his Minifters ſuitable to their 
ends intended, Chriſts end is to perfeft, the Devils is to keep un- 

perfect. And each Miniſters have their faith, hope, and other gifts, 

ſuitable; one pure, the ocher polluted; and according to each faith, 

ſo it is, to all chat believechem, and follow them; for the faith of 
Chriſt is a ſhield, and-gives victory over uncleanneſs, fin and evil, 
but the Devils faith lets in, and believes it muſt be ſo; for, had not 

the Devil firſt brought man to believe him, rather then God, he 
could not have polluted what God had perfefted.And the ſame way 

herakesto keep up his work, by whichat firſt he wrought it, 

So none ean come to know a new Creature but who can believe 
Perfe&ion; nor can any come to God, nor Chrift, nor Gods Righ- 
reouſneſs, but who comes to Perfe&ion. For all whoare in the fin- 
perfett righteouſneſs, are in your own righteouſneſs: for the leaſt 
meaſure of Gods Righteouſneſs, is perfe&: and all are in perfe@ion - 
who become ſervants to it, and thereby become free from fin ; 'So - 
by your unbehef you deſtroy your ſouls who are in your own works, 
which makes nothing perfe&: and ſo, meaſuring your ſelves with 
your ſelves, cuts you off from Chriſt : as meaſuring your faith by 
your own ability, ſo ſtanding in that Covenant which makes nothing 
perfe&; but the coming inof a better hope doth: 'and this all know 
whole faith ftands in what God is, and not what wecando; in ever= 
laſting righteouſneſs, not in what we hare to work; -the one being - 
Righteouſne(s by faith revealed, a gift put -into the Believer; the

 Andthe witneſs of God in the heart or conſcience of ſach, teſtify-

_ cepted;: they conclude, that therecan be no perfe& obedience at- 
cainedin this World; they not knowing the mighty powerful work. 
ing of Godin Spirit, which worketh in them perfefly who believe 
and walk in che light ; whereby ſuch 'become his workmanſhip in 
Chrift Jeſus wrought into his obedience, and-his obedience into 
thern, in their meaſure, cil they become of oneheart,one mind,one 
ſon}, one ſpirit; one fleſh, and bone, and blood, and one obedience, 
andone life, that it is no'more we that live, 'but'Chriſt that lives in 
usg and the life that-we- now live is by Faith in the Son of God : 
and though the fulneſs of this obedience is not attained at once, yet 
the leaſt meaſure of it is perfe&, and accepted ; and ſo accepted, 
in him, in whom it is wrought; as the obedience of 'a- Child is as 
pure, clear, and willing, as the ſtrong mans; *even'fo is the new

And as the Believer is found diligent in the light waiting,” and in 
the Spirit obedient to this work, in this work he comes ſtill more to

"THis is that which is Sealed from all the world ; nor can any 
know it, nor receive it whois in the reprobate ſtate; though 
many be diſputing about it in the dark ; which none know but the 
Children of Light. So, as one who have obtained favour to have 
this myſtery revealed, I ſhall according to permiſſion write a few 
words, as isreceived in Jeſus, yet can be received by no mans wit- 
dom, ncrany whoare born after the fleſh ; but who knows what-ic 
is co walk in the Spirit, ſhall witneſs me herein. 

Aad I deny all of that Spitit who would fooliſhly charge God to 
have concluded the condemnation of ſome perſons before they 
come into the world; a1d, though they ſeek- after God, yet they 
cannot be ſaved, becauſe God hath purpoſed the contrary : And on 
the contrary,ſome are concluded to Salvation, though they live and 
dye intheir fins. And this is the Spirit of the world, which knows 
not the ſecrets of God revealed in Spirit, and therefore judges 
from the Letter, from the figures, and ſhadowes, but-knows not 
the uprightnels that yes in the myſtery; bat being without, fo he. 
imagines. But none knows the purpoſe of . God but who comes tn 
the beginning; for in the beginning was the Ele&ion, and Repro- 
bation eſtabliſhed, by an eternal decree unalterable in the two ſeeds, 
that after the fleſh, and that after the Spiricz and he that can judge 
of theſe two, he knows the two veſſels , ordained to honour and 
diſhanour: and as every one is found in theſe, ſo is Gods purpole 
touching them. & 

Now inthe Fall all are in the diſhonour, and fo children of wrath 
under the curſe, and heirs the. eof, and {:) without God, or the pro» 
mile: and {o not having the in-dwelling of God , no veſſels of ho- 
nour, but reprobate concerning God.
